Wa have used hemiook
boards under the tila to bridge a guick-
sand of eenexal foot, and the drain has
done good service more than twenby

Incrmwnenrs, of every kind, even thoe
mowera nud reapers pnd fodder outters
should be oleaned nnd pul ia order for
use, There will be many wet days in
whioh this may be done, Of conrse
pvery farmor should have these under-
sover, To oclean gum from gearing,
kerosone oil is the best materinl; it will
algo loosen rusty screws, Iivery purt
of the machines should be oleaned,
turnod around and well oiled, Plows
mny bo scoured with a soft briok and
wator, and will then be ready for uso;
harrow teeth should be sharpened and
driven up tight and even and so on
through all the list,

WinrewasH, -~The following is a re-
oipe for preparing whitewnsh: Tako the
very best stone limo and elack it in a
close tnub, covered with a oloth to pre-
servo thie stenm, Salt—as much as cun
be dissolved in the water used for slack-
ing and reducing the lime—should boe
applied, and the whole mass oaréfully
strpined and thiokoned with a small
quantity of sand, the flner and purer
tho better. A few pounds of wheat
flour mixed as & pnste may Le added
aud will give graater durability to the
mags, espeolally when ‘appiied to the
extorior of buildings, With punve lime,
properly slacked and mixed with twice
its weoight of fine sand and silted wood
ashes in equal proportions, although
any color may be made by the nddition
af pigments, granite, slate, freostono
and other shades may bo imitated, and
without any detriment to the durability
of the wash, This covering i very
often appliod, and with good efleot, to
undorpinning, stone fences, roofs and
the walls of barns and othor oulbuild-
ings, FProbably the pure whitewnsh is
moreo healthy than the oolored, as its
nlknloscent propertiea are superfor, and
when used in cellars, ititehens and
gleeping apartmonts produce salutnry
results.
